...AT LAURENTIAN 

It seems to me that mutterings of discontent always reign 
supreme when an issue of Lambda is released hot from the press. 
The discontent I admit is mainly amongst the English speaking 
students who object to. the amount of French content in a 
supposed bilingual newspaper. "Lambda" has become the main 
object of the dissenters' criticism. And it is much aggravated 
by the way the staff of our paper handles the issue. Obviously 
the staff of "Lambda" is Pro-Fran?als, always has been and will 
cettainly try to maintain Mils attitude in years to come. 

Laurentian is supposedly proud of the fact that its main 
claim to fame is the fact that it is one of the only truly bilingual 
universities In existence. Granted in this sense it is unique. I 
wonder whether this uniqueness gives us reason to be proud? 
Are we living proof that a truly bilingual University can exist? 
I maintain that a truly -bilingual university can exist, but it does 
so with no unity. The disunity I speak of is between the Francis 
and the Anglais, Some people feel that the problem of disunity 
is caused by the different religious denominations represented 
here at Laurentian. But, if we examine the situation a little 
closer 1 am sure we wilt admit that the absence of unity is caused 
by the Fran?als - Anglais split oa our campus. 

I wonder if everyone realkes that here at Laurentian we 
have 272 students. Of these 272 students we have W who are 
registered in a straight bilingual course. This is approximately 
23.8% of the student body. Upon reading our newspaper one 
would think that entirely the reverse was true. This does not 
strike me as being lair. 76.4% of Laurentian students are paying 
to publish a newspaper which is almost entirety French. 

The complete absurdity ol the above is even more evident

This is ridiculous especially when we are continually hearing 

the staff of Lambda crying for more English articles. 

The so-called French movement at Laurentian is spear-headed 
by definitely pro-French agitators who, even though they are 
a definite minority are trying to uphold— and prevent the loss of— 
their SUB-CULTURE on our campus. They are preventing by 
their obvious promotion of Pro-Fran?als ideology the existence 
of a melting pot at Laurentian. In their attempt to keep their 
selMdenttty they go to extremes, often at the expense of hard 
feelings and financial expense. There are numerous good examples 
of this. For instance, the demanding that students* cards be 
bilingual. This strikes tne as being rather ironic, especially when a 
trivial thing like students* cards is compared to Mr, Janneteau's 
letter to the Dean. Why wasn't this letter afiso in English? A 
letter of this importance especially when it concerns just more 
than 23.6% of the students shoukl have definitely been presented 
In English. 1 could go on and en with many examples which 
show this disunity in aotlon. 

Do the French agitators at Laurentian fall to realize that 
their cause is .not only 'hopeless but also fruitless? Do they not 
see that this extreme Pro^Frenoh feeling has to die out at 
Laurentian if Laurentian is to exist united. Just think of the 
number of immense complications .that this French-English split 
gives rise to. A united Laurentian cannot exist if they fight 
assimilation. 

Here at laurentian we have a collection of deviates or 
agltatora who are madly trying to fight this assimilation. Are 
they trying -to use Lambda as a means of conscription? If so 
Lambda is being mis-used and it is up to the students of Lau- 
rentian to reorientate it. 

Getting -back to Lambda once again a question keeps popping 
into my head. If the breakdown of fulMime students at Lauren- 
tian is 76-24 in favour of the English and the money being used 
to print Lairtbda comes from ,the students' fees, then why is 
not more of the paper in English? In reality 76% of the paper 
is paid for 'by English students so why shouldn't 76% of it be 
in English? I know that the latter statement will give rise to 
the ory— "Well, there havenH been English articles submitted 
to make up 76% of the paper'*. Weil, if this is the case why 
couldn't the staff \valt until the paper could bo more equally 
split and put out an edition that was more fairly representative 
of both segments here at Laurentian, instead of wasting our 
money on issues which mainly pertam to the French? 

I realize that my article will label me as rabidly Antl-Frenclv 
All 1 can say is '"This is definitely not true". I am simply 
presenting my Viewpoints on the Francis-Anglais split, and 
hone -that it dan -be understood. I -honestly 'believe that this 
Front* movement wilt constipate itself simply because of its 
mode of attack. ^ ^^

The 
various colleges of University of 
Toronto exist in an atmosphere 
of comrtant competition. But U. 
of T. is an old and established 
university and can afford to 
operate under the influence of 
'friendly competition'. Lauren- 
tian on the other hand cannot 
afford to have her mere 275 
or so students divided into 

camps. 

I must make myself clear on 
the question of competition. 
While it is surely the basis of 
our economic system and an in- 
tegnrt part of our civilized demo- 
jcracy, I'm sure that everyone 
will agree that in the beginning 
it must be administered in small 
closes.

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Ecumenically Speaking 



The Student Christian Movement of 
the University has been wooing us re- 
cently with attractive posters assuring us 
that SCM'ers are not square, pedants, or 
eccentrics. The first public meeting spon- 
sored by the SCM goes a long way to make 
us feel 'that these claims are true. To en- 
page a Jesuit and a United Church pastor 
and unleash them on such a delicate issue 
as Ecumenicity was an imaginative stroke 
that would have been impossible in the 
sectarian Sudbury of twenty years ago. On 
November 1962 the Rev. Dr. Lautenslager 
and Fr. Davis, S.J. handled the topic with 
learning, competence and humour.We are 
sure that the ghosts of Bellarmine and 
Luther would applaud the intention. 

Fr. Davis spoke first on the theolo- 
gical implications of the Ecumenical Mo- 
vement with special reference to the Ca- 
tholic Church and the council now being 
held in Rome; Dr. Lautenslager outlined 
the historical causes of the Reformation 
and related the 16th century theological 
disruption to the lack of communication 
within Protestantism. He then treated of 
the various ecumenical movements within 

Protestantism. ,._,.,_ 

Both speakers emphasized the sur- 
prising degree of truth held in common 



by Catholicism and Protestantism; both 
speakers held out. hope that the contem- 
porary religious dialogue would be fruit- 
ful in bringing about Christian unity; both 
speakers applauded the new spirit of un- 
derstanding animating all Christian bodies. 
If it be true that Pope John XXIII is the 
best pope the Protestants have ever had 
it is also true that Protestant good will is 
a token of a large degree of reconciliation. 

The fact that the largest room in 
Huntington College could not accommo- 
date all those who came to listen is an 
encouraging sign of intellectual maturing 
in the university body. The audience was 
genuinely interested and a little distressed 
that there was not more time for ques- 
tions. There was some feeling that perhaps 
certain theological cruces were not square- 
ly met (papal infallibility, birth control, 
etc.), but -there is a provocative rumour 
that Fr. Davis and Dr. Lautenslager will 
give' another talk on the same subject. 
Obviously the odium theologicum is not 

so odious after all! 

If the SCM maintains the standard of 
this auspicious opening we have a host 
of good things in store. See you at the 
next meeting.

The above poll was conducted 
for us as a matter of interest 
by our roving reporter, Marg 
Hopkins. Lambda, only In the 
spirit of unprejudiced enquiry, 
asks 4t Is this poll indicative of 
anything wrong with our uni- 
versity?"

And from one who has exper- 
ienced college life at a larger 
institution of higher learning: 
"There is a real democracy 
here. Nowhere else could the 
student - teacher relationship 
be cultivated to such a great 
extent The staff may not al- 



ways be in agreement with 
the student population, but at 
least they make themselves 
available to hear our side of 

the story-"

academic problems therefore, 
some 80% of our student body 
would be gleaning whatever 
knowledge ffitoy could absorb 
somewhere else. But environ- 
ment does not detract from 
knowledge or truth. It would 
seem that In order to keep every- 
one happy, the local Coffee 
House would have to install 
singing waitresses with short 
skirts.
